THE FALL OF LOFTCHA. 
AN BYE-WITNESS’ ACCOUNT. 
Lonpon, Sept. 7.—A correspondent with the 
Russian army at Loftcha thus describes the late 
battle there: 
The artillery did most of the fighting until 
8 a m.,. when the right wing made a rush 
forward, and the musketry firing became very 
heavy, the Turks pouring a steady rain of fire 
over their parapets. At 8:45 two regiments of 
infantry were ordered up to assist the tirailleurs 
of Dubrovolski. Even at this early hour the 
heat was so intense that an officer arriving from 
the line of march of these two regiments stated 
that 100 men had fallen by the wayside over- 
come by heat. At 9 o’clock the rifle fire 
INCREASED IN INTENSITY, 
and extended further up the Osma. The 
tirailleurs were sweeping the Turks down, and 
our guns opened a heavy fire to assist the in- 
faptry in their onward movement. At half- 
past 9 Navinsky’s regiment wound through a 
little defile behind one of the two Turkish re- 
doubts, and the two regiments named after the 
German Emperor move upon the other. At 10 
o'clock good new arrived from the right.

By 3 o’clock considerable force had been col- 
lected under the bluff and commenced working 
round to the angle of the redoubts looking up 
the Plevna road, while another party, to dis- 
tract attention from the first, crept up the face 
ef the bluff and opened a scathing fire on the 
face of the redoubt towards Loftcha. 

Away to the northward of the Plevna road the 
Russian force now makes its appearance with a 
battery of artillery to cut off the Turkish retreat 
towards Plevna. 

Another attacking column is now seen ad- 
yancing up the River Osma from our extreme 
right. They are scattered in open order, and 
steal along unobserved by the Turks to rein- 
force the party under the northern end of the 
bluff. All this time the Turks keep up au 
incessant rifle fire, but the guns on 
the hills at the back of the redoubt only fire 
occasionally, as our troops cannot be seen from 
that position. 

THE RUSSIAN ARTILLERY THUNDERS AWAY VERY 

RAPIDLY, 

and two batteries are now advanced down the 
road nearly to the edge of the city.

Our artillery ceased firing as our men 
leaped into the ditches and clamber up the par- 
apet, while another column rusbes aloug the 
Loftcha face of the redoubt to clear the 
advance trenches. The Turks in the trenches

These Eastern agencies will be 
maintained by the Great Western alone. The 
Michigan Central will confine its passenger 
agencies to Western points.

A letter from Joliet, printed in another 
column, makes a most startling exhibit of 
ex-Gov. Bzeverrpcr’s misuse of the pardon- 
ing power. This statement, made up from 
the records of the Joliet Penitentiary, shows 
that, in the dying days of his term, the re- 
tiring Governor commuted the sentences 
of a large number of convicts which ex- 
tended years beyond Brverincr’s term. 
Of those, no less than seventeen were mur- 
derers, so that the ex-Governor seems to 
bave been opposed especially to punishment 
for the crime that ranks as the most heinous 
in the calender. Was this pardoning of mur- 
derers a species of insanity? That theory 
is certainly the most charitable that can be 
advanced. If it was not this, perhaps ex- 
Gov. Bevertper will explain what induced 
him to make so flagrant an infringement 
upon the prerogative of his successors, and 
virtually exercise the pardoning power long 
after his retirement from office? It will be 
well, also, for Gov. Crom to ascertain from 
the legal advisers of the State whether his 
predecessor did not exceed his authority in 
this matter; if he did, and there is any way 
of revoking his wholesale commutation of 
sentences for murder, steps should be taken 
in that direction. 


The New York Times, in drawing atten- 
tion to the recent article in Taz Trrevunz 
which made some valuable estimates on the 
wheat supply and the probable foreign de- 
mand for this year, makes some modifica- 
tions of its own, which are worthy of con- 
sideration. Mr. James Camp estimated that 
the amount of wheat that will probably be 
required by Great Britain will be 88,000,000 
busheis, but other authorities have placed the 
British requirements as high as 96,000,000, 
and indeed this amount was imported by 
Great Britain last year in addition to the 
home product. Tux Txrvne’s estimate was 
| also based on the assumption that 
the foreign demand from other quarters 
would be equal, and the supply from the 
Black Sea countries would fall off one-half; 
but the Times very justly points out that 
the foreign demand from countries other 
than Great Britain will be likely to increase ; 
that the deficiency from the Black Sea is 
likely to be more than one-half, and that 
probably the supply of other countries will 
fall short of the average. Tux Ta mon esti- 
mates were certainly within bounds, and 
these possible modifications will only be the 
more favorable to American interests. If 
the crop shall prove to be as much as 323, 
000,000 bushels, and there be a surplus of 
111,000,000 (though this may be cut down 
somewhat by an increased consumption at 
home), there is nod doubt that, with the con- 
tinuance of the Turko-Russian war, Great 
Britain will take all the wheat we can supply 
at fair prices.

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HOW SHALL THE NATION REGAIN PROS- 


PERITY ! 

In the July-August number of the North 
American Review appeared an article by 
Davm A. Wetxs, under the title f How 
Shall the Nation Regain Prosperity?” In 
that article he argued that the United States, 
for the production of a large class of com- 
modities, had peculiar and exceptional ad- 
vantages, but there was a deficiency in the 
demand for these productions which ought not 
to exist. While it was natural that the world 
should buy largely of our manufactured pro- 
ductions, the world does not buy of us, but 
does buy of others. A consequence of all 
this is, that labor is largely unemployed, 
fixed capital is unproductive, poverty in- 
creased, immigration diminished, emigration 
begun, and all the conditions leading to 
Gime made greater. The inquiry raised by 
these circumstances is, How can we create a 
demand and markets for these productions ? 

In the September-October number of the 
same review Mr. WIA publishes his sec- 
ond arti@le, in which he undertakes to show, 
in pert, by what agencies the demand and a 
market for American productions have been 
checked and reduced; how the channels of 
trade have been needlessly obstructed; and 
how these checks and obstructions can be 
removed, As preliminary to this, he ex- 
plains the character of human wants. No 
man in civilized life ever produces all he 
wants. To gratify his wants lie draws upon 
all parts of the world, even to supply a very 
ordinary breakfast. To the extent that he 
can trade feely, he can gratify his wants and 
increase his happiness. Even the savage, 
when brought into contact with civilized 
man, wants to exchange what he has for 
that which he has not. One of the first acts 
of a new settlement is to open roads of 
communication with other settlements. We 
all rejoice at every invention or discovery 
which facilitates the transportation of prod- 
ucts and their exchanges; we look upon 
anything which offers the means of rapid 
and increased exchange as public benefac- 
tions,—as the means of securing new 
wants and new satisfactions. This is 
why we trade. How we trade is 
explained with equal clearness of illustra- 
tion. Money is not an essential but a con- 
venience in trade, and for the exchange of 
productions and exchange of labor. The 
man who pays $5 for a pair of shoes ex- 
changes the labor which produced the $5 
for the labor of the shoemaker. It was the 
etchange of labor, the money serving mere- 
ly as a convenience in the transaction. The 
office of money is the same in all transac- 
tions. All trade, as a matter of fact, ig 
barter, and in order to sell we must buy ; he 
who won't buy can’t sell, and he who won't 
sell can’t buy. Notwithstanding the recog- 
nized trath of this proposition, the United 
States have said to the American producers 
and laborers, ‘‘ You shall not sell the 
products of your labor to other countries”; 
and in thus shutting others out we have shut 
ourselves in. This is Trouble No.1. The 
house is, however, too small for the pro- 
ducing capacity, and Remedy No. 1 is to re- 
move the bolts, take off the locks, open the 
doors, and, getting out, clear off all the ob- 
stacles and obstructions to the freest inter- 
course with the outer world. 

As an illustration of the practical opera- 
tions of the unobstructed exchange of com- 
modities, compared with a condition where 
such exchanges are hampered and bound by 
legal restraints and prohibitions, he points to 
the commercial relations between the United 
States and the British American provinces. 
Prior to the treaty of reciprocity the value 
of the exchanges between the provinces and 
this country was about $20,000,000 a year. 
Under that treaty the value of the exchanges 
finally reached $84,000,000 a year. During 
1876 the freight, or commodities transported 
on the railroads in the United States, amount- 
ed to 200,000,000 tons, which, valued at $50 
per ton, would give as the value of the prod- 
ucts of labor exchanged by means of the 
railroads alone at $10,000,000,000. Estimating 

the population of the United States to be 
44,000,000, this exchange of product was 
equal to $1,000,000,000 for every 4,400,000 
inhabitants. The population of the British 
provinces was 4,000,000. These provinces 
are separated by an imaginary boundary line 
from the United States, but closely connect- 
ed territorially. The total exchanges between 
the United States and the 4,000,000 of peo- 
ple in these provinces amounted only to 
$86,000,000. Such intercourse was prohibit- 
ed, obstructed, and checked by law, while 
the value of the exchanges between the peo- 
ple of the several States of the Union, being 
free and unrestrained, amounted for each 
4,400, 000 of people to $1,000,000,000. The 
difference between these sums indicated to 
some extent the effect of  rastrict- 
ive and prohibitory laws upon the 
exchange of commodities,—the trade and 
barter between communities. Remove these 
harriers to trade with the British provinces, 
and our éxchanges with them will, as be- 
tween our own people and States, increase, 
giving to both countries the benefit certain 
to attend free commercial intercourse. Mr. 
Weuts describes very fully the condition of 
the States of the Dominion, and the mutual 
benefits of free intercourse. He points out 
the fallacy of annexation of States as a neces- 
sity for commercial reciprocity. He cites 
the case of San Domingo, the annexation of 
which was so earnestly advocated by Presi- 
dent Grant. In the last message of that of- 


ficer he pointed out in glowing terms the

But the British 
provinces, which had done nothing of this 
kind before, picked up the trade just where 
the Americans left off, and are now carrying 
it on extensively. 

Chili, in South America, imported in 1876 
from Great Britain 55,000,000 yards of cet- 
ton cloth, and from the United States 5, 000, - 
000 yards. Why did the United States ex- 
port so little to Chili? Itis notorious that 
the New England mills can and do export 
their cotton cloths to England, where they 
are sold at a profit. The American manu- 
facturers have many advantages. The cost of 
labor in the cotton mills is the same, and the 
cost of manufacturing cotton cloth is less in 
New England than in Great Britain. The 
reason why Chili buys her cotton of England 
instead of the United States is that the 
British take their pay in barter. The Amer- 
ican refuses to do so because the law does 
not permit him to take his pay, directly, in 
Chilian products. Chili produces copper and 
wool. The British vessel takes out a cargo 
of British goods to Valparaiso, sells them for 
a cargo of Chilian products, earning the 
profit of carrying both ways. The Chilian 
copper is taken to England, is converted into 
copper and brass manufactures, and sold to 
all parts of the world. While we 
export $1,000,000 of copper and brass 
annually, Great Britain exports $25,000,000 
worth. We had several establishments for 
the manufacture of copper which, because 
of the prohibitory tax on Chilian copper, 
have been closed up. Mr. WILL further

which our rivals take in exchange for their 


} manufactures,—extending his references to 


the trade with the Argentine Republic, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, and other States. The 
grand reason why these countries buy else- 
where instead of in this country is, that 
Americans won't take pay for their manufac- 
tures in the productions of other countries ; 
they are not permitted to do so; and where 
they won't buy they cannot sell. We have 
contented ourselves with a mere abstract of 
Mr. Ws“ article, which is ably written. 
He has not, however, exhausted the subject, 
and will continue it in future numbers of the 
Revie wv. 


THE “TRAMP” PROBLEM. 

Prof. Francts WaTL ann, of Yale, chose a 
timely and practical topic for discussion be- 
fore the American Social Science Associa- 
tion when he selected the ‘‘Tramp.” The 
species now ‘universally known under this 
designation is a peculiar mixture of pauper- 
ism and crime, with the latter element pre- 
ponderating, and has increased so rapidly of 
late years as to require attention not merely 
as a social nuisance, but a political and na- 
tional danger. It came over to us from 
Great Britain, where it has been recognized 
as a social excrescence for many years, and 
treated with varying success and failure. 
But, as most things develop more fully in 
American soil, so the tramp has become more 
aggressive, and his other name is legion, in 
the United States. He has almost pro- 
gressed into a condition of organization, 
where he can count upon the co- 
operation and assistance of a fellow in 
any part of the country, and he 
enjoys peculiar advantages for his criminal 
practices in his nomadic life and his uniform 
appearance,—one tramp looking as much 
like another tramp as one Southern negro 
looks like another. He infests cities, towns, 
villages, farming district«, railroads, the 
highways, and country roads. He is pro- 
fessedly an itinerant beggar, but in fact a 
predatory thief and scoundrel,—reekless by 
reason of his superior chances for escaping 
detection and arrest, and brutal in his pas- 
sions by reason of being cut off from the 
restraints of civilized associations. The 
police authorities in England ‘and this coun- 
try agree that ninety-nine out of every 100 
tramps are thieves; some of them may 
refrain from stealing, if they can beg what 
they want, but, as a rule, all will 
steal rather than work. Their instincts are 
not those of self-preservation alone, but 
destructive, and on this account they are 
ready to become allies of the trades-unions 
and the Communists in any demonstration 
against capital; this was abundantly demon- 
strated in the July riots that grew out of the 
railroad strike. It is in this respect that they 
are the most dangerous, since they are dis- 
tributed in large numbers throughout the 
entire country, fomenting the Communistic 
sentiment and ready to join in riot, incen- 
diarism, plunder, vandalism, or pohtical ter- 
rorism at the slightest provocation. 

What is to be done with them? Social 
and religious influences cannot be counted 
on for doing much more than they have 
done while the evil has been growing, and 
these influences become less efficient, of 
course, with the increase of the evil. 
The most that can be done in this 
respect is to discourage as far as 
possible the pernicious practice of giving 
alms to beggars, but this will always be 
governed mainly by impulse and the circum- 
stances under which alms are asked. A 
general resumption of business prosperity 
and increased demands for labor may check 
the growth of the tramp-system in the way 
of reducing the number of its recruits, but 
it will scarcely regain any of those who havé 
already relapsed into confirmed habits of 
idleness and the free indulgenoe of inclina- 
tions and passions. The law and the police 
are the only agents that can deal successfully 
with the tramps, and there is great difference 
of opinion and necessary uncertainty as to 
the best methods that may be adopted. The 
Illinois Legislature last winter passed a law 
which, it was hoped, would restrain some- 
what the tramps of the country and the 
vagrants of the city; but its principal 
defect is that it rests the responsibility 
of enforcing the penalties and supporting the 
penal institutions on the local authorities of 
city or county, which Prof. WarLanp con- 
demns. Experience seems to have taught 
that, in leaving laws against tramps to be 
carried out by local authorities, there isa 
constant effort to shift tramps from one town 
to another, or from one county to another, 
in order to get rid of the expense, and they 
still go marching on. The New York sys- 
tem, adopted by the Legislature of that State 
last winter, is commended as the best by 


Prof. Wartam. It makes the State assume 
the charge of the tramps, and appoints State 
Commissioners for the different judicial dis- 
tricts, who are roquired to hire houses for 
the detention of tramps (men and women 
being kept separate), provide them with en- 
forced labor during tive term for which they 
are committed, allow thom a fair compensation 
for their labor, charge t. dem for their board, 
and give them any surplus at the end of their 
term which they may havo earned by indus- 
try and application. Magistrates are re- 
quired to sentence convicted tramps for not 
less than ninety days nor more than six 
months on the first charge, and not less than 
six months nor more than one year on sub- 
sequent arrests and conviction, to the State 
houses of detention. As these houses are 
only rented, there is no permanent invest- 
ment on the part of the State; expenses can 
be regulated according to the number of 
tramps; and any deficit in running these 
institutions is more than counterbalanced 
by the relief thus furnished tothe county 
jails and city armories.

THE BAYAZID MASSACRE. 

The correspondent of the London Times 
with the Turkish army in Asia Minor sends 
that paper, under date of Aug. 3, an account 
of the Bayazid massacre last June, the de- 
tails of which were furnished him by Sir 
Annotp Kempatu, the English attache with 
the Turkish army. From this account, 
which is in the nature of an official report, 
we select the following statement of the 
horrors that followed the Russian surrender: 

At the appointed time the gates were thrown 
open, and the garrison, unarmed, filed out. Some 
200 or more had already passed between the lines 
of Turkish soldiery, when suddenly a body of 
Kards (of whom in a previous letter I have report - 
ed there were 8,000 in Fan's forces) rushed on 
the defenseless men and commenced a wild mas- 
sacre. In vain did the Turkish regular soldiery 
interpose; it was all to no purpose; in vain did the 
Russian officers appeal to their sense of honor, and 
cry that they were unarmed prisoners of war; de- 
mons let loose from hell could have shown no 
worse deviltry. A party dashed on in rear of the 
column and endeavored to cut off the Russian re- 
treat back to the Castle, but, fortunately, some 
Russian soldiers retaining their presence of mind, 
and saving their own at the expense of their com- 
rades’ lives, closed the gates and opened fire or the 
hell-hounds outside. It is stated, on Fa Pasha’s 
authority, that he opened fire on these 
miscreants from his own guns. and thus aided the 
Russian garrison to disperse them. Suffice it to 
say that, balked of their prey in the Russian gar- 
rison, of whom it is said 236 were thus massacred, 
the Kurds unchecked rashed sword in hand into 
the city, and carried their work of butchery among 
the defenseless inhabitants. Mussulman and 
Christian, men and women, children and babes, 
anke fell victims to their lust of blood. In one 
church 200 bodies were found. Scarcely one house 
existed in which there were not two or more 
corpses—and, shame to Turkey, shame to the name 
of soldier, Faik Pasha, a Lieutenant-General, at 
the head of six battalions of soldiers, Heaven save 
the mark! never moved a file into.the town to 
check these bloodthirsty scoandrels in their work 
of slaughter; on the contrary, he moved his per- 


his service, and reopened fire on the citadel. 

For twenty-three days the gallant band of 
Russians withstood the siege, their white 
flag still flying, and Farm Pasha continuing 
the bombardment, the little force of heroes 
preferring te die of starvation rather than 
be massacred, when, on the twenty-fourth 
day, Tercuxassorr, by a dashing feat 
of arms, with only eight battalions, 
cut his way in between Ismam Pasha 
with twenty battalions and Farm Pasha with 
six battalions and 11,000 regulars, and not 
only relieved the garrison but defeated Fam 
Pasha and took 800 prisoners—who were not 
massacred, but treated as prisoners of war. 
In this fight the Turks who had massacred 
the unarmed prisoners and the defenseless 
women and children, at the very 
first sight of the Russian forces, 
threw away their arms and filed like 
sheep. This correspondent closes his 
narrative with the following declaration: 
will merely point out that this massacre 
occurred on the 19th of June: that MvuxuTan 
Pasha has informed Sir Agnotpy KA 
that orders have been sent down to suspend 
Fan Pasha and try him by court-martial; 
that Koop Ismam Far Pasha has inter- 
ceded for him; and that he still commands 
the First Division of the right wing of the 
Turkish army.” It is significant that the 
very copy of the London Times containing 
this horrible narrative has over 2,500 names 
of English clergymen, merchants, dignita- 
ries, officials, tradesmen, women, and chil- 
dren who contribute over a q rof a 
million of dollars for the help of the Turks!

This is exclupive of the $440,000,000 of 
coin in the vaults of the Bank of France. 
The argument the concern is trying to make 
is, that this country is starving for lack of in- 
flation of our currency to a similar amount per 
capita, which would be anywhere from §2,- 
500,000,000 to $3,000,000,000. If ourcurrency 
could be cheapened down to be worth 25 or 
30 cents on the dollar, perhaps such a volume 
as that figured up could be used. The money 
in active circulation in France on the 15th of 
August consisted of $442,422,473 of notes of 
the Bank of France, anda quantity of gold 
and silver which can only be guessed at. The 
traveler in France sees bank-notes 
circulating wherever he goes, as freely 
as they do in this country. Consider- 
ably more silver is employed there than 
here, especially since the Bank of France has 
withdrawn all of its five-franc notes. Gold 
is not a common currency in France, as he 
people in general seem to prefer to pay out 
bank-notes. There are undoubtedly large 
amounts of gold and silver hoarded and hid 
away by the peasants. Asarule, the farm- 
ers aud common people neither lend their 
spare money (except to the Government) nor 
deposit it in banks. They put it into aarthen 
crocks and bury it in the ground, or other- 
wise conceal it. Before the Franco-German 
war, there was a great deal more specie hid- 
den away than at present, as the pessants 
generally loaned to the Government what- 
ever they could spare, to pay off the German 
indemnity. It is perfectly ridiculous to call 
the hidden, buried treasure a part of the act- 
ive circulating medium of a country. The 
best estimate we can make of the amount of 
money in actual circulation in France is as 


We have reckoned the silver in actual cir- 
culation at nearly five times the amount now 
in use in the United States, which is a large 
estimate, seeing that France has a fifth less 
population than this country. The amount 
of gold changing hands among the people is 
more likely less than greater than our esti-

Manrrerra, O., Sept. 7.—This was President's 
day at the great Veteran Reunion, and this cir- 
qamstance, together with the fact that it was 
the last day also of the encampment, brought 
a concourse of people which was sim- 
immense. The day dawned with a eloud- 
and with every indication of bright and 
beautiful weather throughout, but the promise 
af the dawning was not fulfilled in the morning, 
gor, in fact, till nearly sunset, when the sun 
game out again. No rain fell during the day, 


put the sky, till late in the afternoon, was 


overcast with heavy-laden clouds, and, had 
it not been for a profuse‘display of bunting 
and the presence in town of the troops, 
‘the appearance of the town and the attendant 
multitudes would have been decidedly sombre.

The principal business streets were gayly decor-

The extra train bear- 
ing the Presidential party was due here from 
Parkersburg at 11:20 a. m., but was nearly an 
hour late. The parade to welcome the party 
was formed at half-past.10, but the procession 
didn’t move till half-past 12, keeping the troops 
under arms for over two hours before the march 
was begun. :

President Hayes stepped forward, and was 
greeted with great cheers by the men and wav- 
ing of handkerchiefs by the ladies. He said:

Mayor. litisrightand proper we should do it. 
[Applause.] All who are familiar with the history 
of our country know thata hundred years ago there 
was no North nor South. The fathers were one 
throughout the whole country. Washi Band 
Jefferson were side by side with Franklin and 
Adams. Danie] Morgan and his Virginians march- 
ed from Virginia to Boston; they were at 
Saratoga, and Nathaniel Green and his Continentals 
were i the Carolinas. The whole country be- 
lo to the fathers. It is that state of harmony, 
of fraternal friendship, that we desire our country 
to return to, {A voice. Good for you.” 
Cheers.] We are for tne Union as it is. 
[Cheers.] We are for the Constitution as it is 

cheers}, with all its amendments. [A voice, 

‘That's it.” Cheers.] We want the citizens of 
évery State to feel at home in every State. 

Amen. Cheers.) If a citizen of Vermont 
travels to Georgia or Texas for business or pleas- 
ure, we want him to feel at home in those States. 
If a citizen of Texas or Georgia travels North, we 
want that citizen to feel at home everywhere 
throughout the Union. 

Now, my friends, 1 do not propose to detain 
you. I have made a much jonger speech already 
than I intended when I entered your town, but you 
understand the purpose. We may make mistakes 
in method, mistakes in measures, but the senti- 
ment we would encourage isa sentiment of ua- 
tionality throughout the Lnion. [Applause.| We 
all regard the service of that four years’ War, — 
we regard that period of four years as the least in- 
teresting of our lives. We fought then, those of 
us who were in the Union army, fought. as we be- 
lieved, to make this forever hereafier a united 
people, forever hereafter a free people; and we 
rejoice to-day to believe that those who were 
against us in that struggle now are with us on both 
of these questions, and will forever remain with 
the Union. (Cheers. loud and long. 

And now, my friends, you will desire to hear 
from those who are associated with me in the 
Government. Two members of the Cabinet are

nessee, and Gen. Devens. Attorney-General.

JUDGE EEY’S SPEECH. 

+ Pe.tow,;Ciruwens: 1 appear before you under 
peculhar circumstances. op have assembled here 
to recite the victories which you have won in for- 
mer days, to recount the triumphant results which 
you achieved. I appear before you as one of tae 
soldiers from whom your victories were won, your 
triumphs achieved; but, my friends. the cordial- 
ity with which I have been received makes me for- 
get that we have ever been enemies, and I assure 
you that I would much rather meet you as | meet 
you here to-day as friends than in the conflict of 
arms as you nave been met heretofore. [Ab- 
plause. 83 frienas, the flag I fought for for four 
years disappeared from the face of 
the earth. The Government I attempted with 
my compeers to establieh is no more. We have 
but one flag, and that flosts over every foot 
of our territory. We have but one Con- 
stitation, andethat is the Constitution as it is. 
(Cheers.} Our quarrel, my friends, was over 
siavery, which was establi¢aed by the Constitution 
of our fathers; was established by men of the 
North as well as of the South. It wasa relic of a 
former age. As the ages progressed, as the coun- 
try progressed, the free States became profoundly 
impressed witn the idea that slavery was wrong; 
that it was a greet national crime; that it wae the 
sin of the age; that it was a sin against Heaven 
and liberty. {A voce: Ad it was.“ 
The peovie of the South had been edu- 
cated under different ideas. Their states- 
men upon their latforms defended it, 
and their ministers before the boly altar taught 
the people that it was right, and the people of the 
Southern States believed it was right. A conflict 
from time to time, a conflict of opinion grew up. 
We had adjustments; we had the Missouri Com- 
promise, the Compromise of 1850; but yet it 
would not suit. At last free ideas so far prevailed 
that Lincolm was elected to the Presidency of the 
United States. The people of the South, afraid 
that the institution of slavery was in danger,

most fertile lande in Ohio. | Certainly, to my eye 
nothing could be more beautiful than tnis ry and 
dale. and cultivated meadows, and lovely farm- 
house. To a Massachusetts eye, at least, it looks 
as if nothing could be more beautiful. Perhaps it 
may be that they were attracted by these very hills 
above us, and that they looked lovingiy back to 
their old homes as they came here te lay the foun- 
dations of a State in the wilderness. At that day 
the valleys had hardiy known the shadow of a 
white man, unless that of a wandering hunter. 
The stream had never washed the foot of a white man 
save some adventurer, and the highest honor that 
wecan pay. as Senator Edmunds said well, ina 
beautiful little address at Bennington a few weeks 
ago, the highest honors we can pay are to the 
founders of States, and these men were the found- 
ers of a State, and behind these men there was an- 
other man, who never saw ‘the Ohio River, who 
wasason of Massachusetts. who everywhere in 
Ohio should be mentioned with love and reverence, 
Nathan Dane, of Beverly. who wrote the great or- 
dinance of 1787, which provided that in the whole 
Northwestern territory there should be no slavery 
or involuntary servitade,—(|cheers.|,—a man 60 
amiable, so gentle, so excellent, whose whole life 
was spent in doing good, and wbo has, near the 
close of it, foundea tha: law college 
where your President was educated, and 
where I had tne honor to be one of 
the least worthy of students in my day—Dane Law 
College. By that act you were released and re- 
lieved from the at incubus that pressed upon 
the State south of you; by that act this territory, 
the most magnificent stretch of land that the world 
knows, that is covered to-day by the great States of 
Ohio, Indiana, and illinois, was relieved from that 
curse which has weighed down a portion of your 
country. Surely to-day, standing in the light of that 
renewed freedom which knows no limits, which is 
coextensive with the whole Union from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific, surely we may remember with 
love and reverence that old Massachusetts lawyer 
who wrote the ordinance of 1787. Con- 
temporaneous with that, almost, I think 
it was 1788, came the first settlement of this ter- 
ritory, and in 1789 came the Constitution of the 
United States. This State is the product of the 
Constitution of the United States. The gift of tne 
land claims, the old provincial grant which had 
been made to the oldeg States of Connecticut, Vir- 
ginja, and Massachu®tts, all were surrendered 
except for some triviai claims made by Connecti- 
cut and Virginia, and this territory was that gift to 
the American Union. 

And now, my friends, if you ask what the Con- 
stiturion has done for us, if you ask what the 
American Union bas done, look upon the State of 
Ohio. One of the most spleudid monuments in 
Europe of architectural beauty is St. Paul's Cathe- 
Gral, with its many columns, its fine arches, its 
towering dome, and as you descend int» its lower 
cellar there lics the tomb of the architect who 
built it. It bears in good Latin, perhaps I ought 
to give it in Latin, as one of the professors is on 
the stand, the inecription: ‘‘If you seek for a 
monument, look around you.” 

And so I say, if you seek for a monument of the 
American Union, look around you. [Cheers.] 
This State was coeval with that Union; this State 
which pow supports so many thousands in their 
happy homes; [bere a terrific blow of steamboat 
whistle interrupted the speaker for a full 
minute} whose rivers are vocal with the sounds of 
industry. |Laughter and cheers.“ Yes, my 
friends, it is not that Ohio contains alone great 
and eplendid cities—Toledo, Cleveland, and her 

at queen city Cincinnati—but that she sustains 
throughout her great and vast extent so many 
thousands in happy. comfortable humes. There is 
nothing that can exceed the virtues that ennovle 
and dignify, and the love that sanctifies, the great 
altar of home. This is what the American l nion 
has done for you, and I know well that as I speak 
to you, Ohio has given proudly and generously 
back in her love and devotion to it. She bas sent 
ber statesmen, wise and great in council, to aid us 
in all the debates of the Union. She has sent her 
brave soldiers to the fleld, her Shermansand Sheri- 
dans, and she bas sent ber hundreds of thousands 
of men who went from no a-pirations of fame, no 
hopes that they would gain greatness or glory, but 
because in their devotion to the American Union 
they felt they could discharge their duty 
for ber in that way and in no other. Her 
officers and her soldiers lie side by side on many a 
field; having fought gallantiy for the Union and 
for the equal rights of all. Their work is done. 
The great army to which they belonged is dispere- 
ed. o more will its bugles wake the grand echo, 
asthe reveille proclaims the coming day. No 
more will the rolling tattoo salute the departing 
day as it dies away. its tunes are struck and its 
work is done; but that work has passed into the 
history of this country, and it is to endure forever. 


It has settled forever the indestructibility of the - 


Union; it has settled that there should be one 
country and one alone; it has settled that in that 
country all men shall stand as equal before the 
law. entitled to their just rights, No one of 
us, I am sure, will salute more heartily, 
no man can be saluted more heartily, than to-day 
you have saluted Judge Key, who was on the other 
side, and who recognized with us that the thing is 
over and done, and that these great principles are 
to govern the American States forever. Surely, 
my friends, we who have desired and felt it our 
duty in the olden times to shoulder our muskets 
because the time seemed to call upon us to sustain 
it by arms, to-day would strive most earnestly 
and generously to meet all those who were former- 
ly our opponents, shouid come on to this great 
platform, the Constitution as it is, amendments 
and all, in full recognition of the freedom and 
equal rights of all. These men dad 
views of duty. They followed 
we all know with a vaior which we cannot gainsay, 
We know that no foot of ground was yielded to us 
that could fairly be contested; but now the battle 
is fought, and the victory won, we call upon them 
as conntrymen, we call upon them to unite with 
us in making this great Government. purified as it 
has been by the fires of rebellion, a Government 
grander sud more august than ever its great 
founders dreamed of. Imposing upon them no 
restraints that we will not readily submit to our- 
selves, yielding to them every right that we de- 
mand for ourselves. we meet them in the cordial 
and fraternal spirit of those who feel that they can 
stand and safely stand on the platform of the issues 
that have been finally settled and determined 
by the War. [Cheers.] In this cordial and 
fraternal spirit we a#k them to stand witb us in be- 
half of the righte of all people, of all sections, of 
all races. We want to bear nothing of talk of a 
solid Souta or a solid North, but we do want to 
talk together of a solid. firmly-compacted, strong- 
ly-Anit Union _— cheers] in which no section 
struggies to be the master of any other section, —a 
Union in which no class or order struggles to be 
the masters of or controllers of any other, but a 
Union of hearts and feelings, in the belief that our 
mutual interests bind as together, and that mutu- 
al love and respect wil! cement ihe bonds. 

1 feel, brethren, that I talk too long and too 
warmly in what! say. I thank you cordia)ly for 
listening to me. It affords me great pleasure to 
Visit Obio regiments, some of whom I served with, 
and whose valor I know. It has given me great 
pleasure to talk to them, and ape pm them. as 
they recognize me. as a comrade. trust we shall 
stand together always in evervthing that makes the 
good of the whole people of the Union. As Ha) pine 
says, in one of his soldier-songs: 

By commuaton of the banner. 

Battie-scarred but glorious banner; 

By the baptiem of the banner, 

Brothers ot une church are we, 

Nor creed nor factions can divide us;

that would be out of the question. 

The guests at once took their departure amid 
cheers to the City-Hall. Here Col. Duval pre- 
sented the President with the battle-flag of the 
Thirty-sixth Regiment that served under him. 
The President iv accepting replied happily in a 
few patriotic remarks, and was followed by 
Gens. Devens and Keygin brief remarks.

Sugar Frauds—The Money-Order Business— 
Anti-Hazing Order—Senator Morton. 
Special Dispatch to Tic Tridune, 

Wasuineton, Sept. 7.—The circular in regard 
to sugars, sent out yesterday by the Treasury- 
Department, is understood to be simply pre- 
cautionary, and adopted for the purpose of 
promptly checking frauds on the Government. 
The investigation of such as have been perpe- 
trated, and their punishment, is another branch 
of the cage. Secretary Sherman has said pri- 
vately that he regarded these transactions as 
cheating on a great scale, and the knowledge 
that ne is convinced of this leads those who 
have brought the matter to his attention to be- 
lieve that he will take vigorous measures to 
punish all engaged. 

The figures of the postal service for the past 
year show a falling off in amount of money- 
orders issued of about $5,000,000, and the ex- 
¢ess of receipts for this branch of the service 
over the expenditures has. been reduced toa 
very smali snm.

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It Is Chiefly Apportioned Among 
Members:of His Immediate 


No Specific Directions Relative to 
Charatable Bequests. 


The Matter Left to the Discre- 
tion of the Executors.

New York, Sept. 7.—The will of the late 
William B. Ogden was offered for probate in 
the Surrogate’s office to-day. A caveat was en- 
tered on behalf of Charles J. Canda against the 
codocils, and the case was set down for a bear- 
ing on Tuesday next. Mr. Canda was.named in 
the original will as one of the executors, but 
his nomination is revoked in a codicil 
made on the same day. The willis dated Aug. 
80, 1875, and describes the testator as William 
B. Ogden, a native of Walton, Delaware County, 
N. Y., son of Abraham Ogden, of Walton, de- 
ceased,—living at the Villa Hascobet, near High 
Bridge, but who for many years resided in the 
City of Chicago, and was largely identified th 
the early history thereof.” His wife, Marianna 
A. Ogden; his brother-in-law, Edwin H. Shel- 
don, of Chicago; his nephew, William 0. 
Wheeler, who resided with him; and his es- 
teemed friend, Charles J. Cunda, are ap- 
pointed his executors and trustees. In view 
of the fact that the estate consists very largely 
of real estate in different States, the executors 
are given large powers as to investment and 
sale. He meutions the fact that he owns the 
great body of the stock of the Peshtigo Com- 
pany, a corporation owning extensive wood- 
lands, saw and other mills contiguous to the 
Peshtigo River in Wisconsin, together with 
ships, and -gives directions for the repairing of 
the docks, wharves, and canals thereof. Of the 
net income ot the entire property the following 
division is ted: 

To his wife Marianna, four shares or 20 per 
cent of the income and other distributable 
money. 

To his sister Emily B. Wheeler, for her own 
use, separate from the control of her husband, 
leaves 6 per cent of the same, 

To bis nephew and executor, William O. 
Wheeler, and nieces Julia H., Emily O., Caro- 
line E., Eleanor, and Laura Wheeler, he leaves 
4 per cent each, which amount is to be increased 
at the death of their mother. 

To his nieces, Emily and Anna Butler, daugh- 
ters of his sister Eliza A., wife of Charies But- 
ler, he leaves 24¢ per cent, making their share 
small because of the estate which they will re- 
ceive from their parents. 

To his nieces, Caroline O. and Frances Jones. 
daughters of bis sister Caroline O., by ber first 
husband, William E. Jones, of Chicago, now 
Mrs. E. B. McCagg, he leaves 24¢ per cent, or 
one-half share each, and to his nephew, Lewis 
B. McCagg, son of his sister Caroline by her 
present husband, Ezra B. McCagg, of Chicago, 
the same amount, as they inherit ample fortunes 
already. 

To his niece Annie, and to his nephew Wil- 
iam B. and Bernon, children of his brother, 
Mahlon D. Ogden, by his present wife, 5 per 
cent, or one share each, which amount is to be 
increased in favor of Wünam B., who is 
named after the testator, to two shares at 
uny time after he shall have begome of age, 
and between the ages of 21 and 30, unless he 
shall become addicted to intemperance or other 
vices, rendering it unwise in the judgment of 
the executors or of his fatherand mother to 
place such an amount of property at his dispos- 
al. Until all the children shall have become of 
age the share of each is to be paid to the 
parents. 

‘Lo Frances, daughter of his executor, Edwin 
H. Sheldon, and -ife of Wililam Fitzhugh 
Whitehouse, of Chicago, he leaves one share or 
5 per cent, and to Edwin B., son of Edwin H. 
Sheldon, the same. 

For such charitabie uses as Mould de subse- 
quently named by him, without the solemnity 
of a will. or in case of His failure to name them, 
to such as his executors shall designate, he 
leaves the remaining one and one-half shares, 
or 7 per cent, and gives his executors power 
to use the one-half share for the benefit of any 
of the heirs who may be in need. He then 
make specific bequests as follows: He leaves 
to his wife the mansion near High Bridge, (o- 
gether with the lands around it, the horses and 
coaches, and all the appurtenances thereto, for- 


ever. 

To William E. Strong, of Chicago, President 
of the Peshtigo Company, he leaves 500 shares 
of the common and 100 shares of the preferred 
stock of the Company, to be held in trust for him- 
self and his wife, and on their decease to go to 
the heirs of his wife, whe is a daughter of the 
testator’s brother, Mahlon D. Ogden. 

To Pauline, wife of Eugene J. Jerome, he 
leaves 200 shares of the common and 100 of the 
preferred stock of the Company. 

To Mary, Margaret, Sarah, and Emma North, 
the four surviving daughters of Robert North, 
of Walton, deceased, he leaves 200 shares of the 
common and fifty of the preferred stock of the 
Company, being in the aggregate $100,000, for 
equal distribution among them. 

To Mary N. Wright, of Walton, granddaugh- 
ter of his friend, Mary N. Bartlett, whose 
maiden name was North, he leaves 100 shares of 
the common and twenty-five shares of the pre- 
ferred stock of the Company, and his half- 
interest in a house and lot in Walton, where 
she now lives with her father and brother. 

To Eliza Weed, of Deposit, Delaware County, 
and her brother Ebenezer, children of his late 
uncle, Lewis Weed, 100 shares of the common 
and ten of the preferred stock, and to Harriet 
and Mary Marion, of Binghamton, N. I., 
daughter of Lewis Marion, an equal amount. 

_ To Eliza Ann Mead, wife of Gabriel S. Mead, 
daughter of his uncle, Daniel Ogden, of Walton, 
deceased, he leaves 100 shares of the common 
and fifty of the preferred stock.

After the death of his wife and his brother, 
Edwin A. Sheldon, % whose lives the trust is 
limited, the property not spécitically bequeathed 
is to be divided among the beneficiaries as fol- 
lows:

The children of his sister Eliza, wife of Charles 
Butler, are to receive one-half share or one- 
fortieth part each. Caroline O. Jones, Frances 
Jones, and Lewis B. MeCagg, children of Caro- 
line McCagg, are to receive one-half share or 


share to the relief of such of the heirs as may be 
in need. 

The executors of the will are to give their 
personal bonds only, and receive not exceeding 
$15,000 a year in the aggregate, and are em- 
powered to designate one of their number 
to take charge of the estate, and to receive not 
to exceed $10,000 a year for such service. The 
will directs that he shall be buried in his native 
Village of Walton. A codicil bearing the same 
date as that of the will names Andrew H. Green 
as an additional executor and Trustee. A sec- 
ond codicil, bearing also the same date, provides 
that his wife shall not receive less than $20,000 
a year, revokes the nomination of Charles J. 
Canda as an Executor, and nominates William 
E. Strong, of Chicago, in his stead.

The Building Committee of the County Board 
yesterday considered the matter of ordcrin 
Sexton to use sewer brick in the second story o 
the Court- House. class of material was used 
in the first story onthe order of the architect 
but su uently that individual was diveste 
of any such power, hence the dispute.

Sexton’s contract calls for the use 
of “good, sound, hard-burnt brick’’ in all the 
work, and thé distinction between the specifica- 
tions and “‘sewer brick was the question to be 
determined. Mr. Egan contended that the 
specifications did not cover the material that 
had been used, bu® Mr. Fitzgerald insisted that 
they did. The Committee, however, agreed to 
pay the “extras,” not only on the first story, 

ut also on the second, which will amount to 
not less than $50,000. The “Ring” is thus 
ahead just so much, and what Walker cannot 
pay to the crowd Sexton can by this arrange- 
ment, so the Court-House job, after all, 
is not to be short on its dividends. 
Those who have looked at the 
brick work have not been able to discover the 
difference between the brick used and “ good, 
sound, hard-burnt brick,“ and the astonishiug 
feature is that the architect should have allowed 
himself to be used in the matter. 

A SINGULAR TRANSACTION.

Mr. A. C. Hesing was introduced, and said he 
should have preferred to keep quiet, being 
is share as one of the mass, not 
wishing to —4— as the exponent of the club. 
As every one knew, since 1373 he could hardly 
have been called astraight Republican. In that 
year the Germans were chailenged; Puritanism 
made itself too prominent: and they were 
forced to show taeir power. Personally, it 
was hard to leave and fight against a party with 
which he had been identified for so long a time. 
That fight caused the foundation of the Peo- 
ple’s party. 

How that party ended every one knew; and 
he was not ashamed to say its end was disgrace- 
ful. Its history was that of all mdependent 
movements. The one in 1871 resulted in six of 
the Aldermen who were elected being put in 
jail, and the Fire-Proof ticket yielded Gage and 
Von Hollen. At last he tried independence him- 
self, and owned up that the Peopie’s pats was 
the worst abortion he ever saw or heard of. 
Soon after Colvin’s election he came to the 
conciusion that he had made a great mis- 
take, and he was happy to say that 
the Republican party had rescued the city from 
the bad condition in which the expresgsman’s 
administration left it.

EARLY LIFE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curoaeo, Sept. 7.—We have been often asked, 
When and how did human life begin? We were 
not present at the beginning. and have no per- 
sonal knowledge of the when and how. The Mosaic 
account ie avery probable one, and in harmony 
with science at present teacher. ‘‘ Man was made 
of the dust of the earth. Every child that enters 
now, asthen, is made exactly from the same ma- 
terials. All human food is taken from the vegetal 
world more or less directly, and all plants sub- 
sist largely upon the dust of the earth. Whether 
the Creator intended that man should live upon 
vegetals alone, may be considered at some future 
time. But we feel eure that, had such deen His 
purpose, He would have constructed the buman 
body ona different plan. He would have given 
man organs of digestion that differ very materially 
from those he now possesses. 

Vegetais derive their nourishment from earth, 
air, and water. They are unlike the elements of 
which they are composed. They are organic bod- 
ies, or have organs on the action of which depend 
their growth. They have tubes to convey nutri- 
ment from reots to leaves. They have lungs, or 
means of preparing appropriate food for their 
growth and life. They were evidently created to 
supply the means of growth to animals, which can 
gain neither form nor strength by eating dust, 
inhaling air, or drinking water. Man can subsist 
on vegetals that have been fed by nothing else 
but by these primal means of growth. We may see 
presently that plants and animals are nearly the 
same in composition,—that albumen, fibrin, and 
casein are constituents of the one nasless than of 
the other. So we may properly inquire, What is 
the difference in the composition of plants and 
animals? This query we can better answer by and 
by. 

And still we may now observe that the infant de- 
rives the fibrin and aibumen of ite many tissues 
from the casein of ite miik; that milk contains all 
the essential elements of human growth. Infants 
have lived exclusively on milk for thirty montis 
and more, and become robust and strong. The 
mother who suppliss the milk may have subsisted 
during all these months exclustvely on the prod- 
ucts of vegetable life, so that she derived ner pow- 
er of secreting milk by subsisting on food that was 
generated by earth, air, water, and light. The 
sunlight, as we may hereafter show, is prima) 
cause of all life, anima! and vegetable. 

Observations and experiments prove that one 
kind of nitrogenous composition mav be changed 
into others, or may be constructed from others, 
and that none of the nitrogenous 
— ＋ enter blood under the 
— in which they are received; that beef. veal, 
lamo, and fish are, dy mastication and digestion, 
formed into a homogeneous mass, and that all kinds 
of human food are converted ipto a very fluid body, 
whose particies are absorbed and changed by certain 
vital powers. 

From the inorganic world are derived, directly or 
indirectly, all the meaes of nutriment. The vege- 
tal-eating animal goes to the vegctal supply for its 
nourishment, and the flesh-eating animal goes for 
ite food to the animal supply,—the product of 

tal food, — that all flesh-eating animals sit 
at the second table of the Great Provider.

light. And so generally it is true that the sun's 
rays promote the growth of plants. Under ite in- 
fluence all changes in vegetal life occar. Aj! 
vegetable growth depends upon the influence of 
light upon ‘*the living green.“ 

We have now reeched this interesting fact that 
the growth of plants and the growth of animals 
depend upon the influence of licht upon the liv- 
ing And so we find at the beginning that 
no plants appeared until the sun had seattered the 
clouds and fogs envelo the earth. The green 
of plants thus appears to be of as much impor- 
tance as the sunlight in the greet changes 
occurring in the vegetal world. ‘ 
the growth of 


animals devends primarily 
upon the living green.“ The development of 
forests and grasses depends upon chlorophyl; the 
existence and growth of man upon earth depend 
upon the influence of light upon the ‘'living 

teen. It may surprise our young readers to 

now this fact, that their own existence and that 
of all the human family depends upon what they 
may have considered of so little value, and that so 
weak an agent asthe green part of plants is at the 
foundation of man’s existence. 

The wonderful rays of light are easily found to 
possess different properties. They differ- 
ent degrees of refrangibility, so that by a priem 
we find they are always arranged in the same or- 
der, having that perfect and sacred number, 

The brightest yellow rays -have 
illuminati power, — 
red we nd the great- 
est heat power. The atest chemical, or that 
which produces chemica! changes, is in the violet 
rays. he yellow rays are most effective in the 
decomposition of carbonic acid, so that these same 
raysare the primary source of man’s existence. 
Recent observations and experiments show that 
lants can grow only under the influence of solar 
fight; that they grow best where the blue and vio- 
let rays fall upon the ‘‘living green,” and that 
these rays, in passing through green leaves, lose 
nearly all their chemical influence. 

We may be sure of one thing, namely, that the 
sunlight aids plants in the composition or con- 
struction of their organic compounds, and that 
the elements of these organic compounds 
are taken from the inoryanic kingdom and mostly 
from carbonic acid, water, and ammgnia, cle- 
ments largely, if not entirely, taken from the at- 
mospheric air. Vegetal organisms of alow grade, 
ae green layere on bare surfaces of rocks and 
stones, obtain their elements entirely from the 
air and moisture, while in those of a higher grade 
the elements of growth are drawn from the air 
and soil. But the soil that supplies these elements 
consists of decayed remains of organic ucts. 
These organic products do not f plants, but the 
elements resulting from their decomposition do. 
In thie way the elements of vegetal growth go 
their wonted rounds. Life and decay, decay and 
life, form « grand procession age after age. De- 
cay promotes life. This is the history vegetal 
and animal life. Starting on bare rocks, moisten- 
ed and stimulated into activity by the air, the 
germs of low vegetal organisme extract from the 
atmosphere their elements of growth. These low 
germs live and die, and supply the needs of those 
of a higher grade, and so generation after genera- 
tion lives and dies, until the elements of the past 
assume higher and higher grades, until forest take 
the place of moss. PHYSICIAN.

Caroaeo, Aug. 7.—Myrtle wants to know how to 
make grape wine with all the medica! properties. 
Here is how I make it, and itis good: Mash the 
grapes, without breaking the seed, in a large jar. 
and let them stand for three days; then express all 
the juice. If care is taken to prevent the pulp or 
seed from entering no other straining or racking 
will be required. Toevery galion of juice add four 
pounds of brown sugar. Do not put in any water. 
After stirripg the juice until all the sugar is dis- 
solved turn into a keg. Have it full, and leavetne 
bung Out until arteritis done working. Then it 
will be ready for use, although the older the 
better. I leave mine undisturbed for one year, 
then bottle and fill the keg again with grape juiee 
and sugar. For proof of the good quality of my 
wine, we will sample a bottle at the coming Con- 
vention.

Half<despauringly he adds: When 
I attempt to give the Power which I see mani- 
fested in the Universe an objective form, per- 
sonal or otherwise, it slips away from me, de- 
clining all intellectual manipulation. I dare 
not, save poetically, use the pronoun ‘ He’ re- 
garding it; 1 dare pot call it a ‘ Mind’; I refuse 
to call it even a Cause.“ Its mystery over- 
shadows me, but it remains. a mystery; while 
the objective forms which my neighbors try to 
make it fit simpiy distract desecrate it.“ 

When scientists refuse to attribute the phe- 
nomena of Nature and the laws which govern 
them to a Great First Cause,—if you please, to 
the power and the wisdom of 
A PERSONAL GOD,— 

they seldom agree among themselves fin the 
principles they enunciate, and in the conclusions 
at which they arrive. While Darwin Huxley, 
and others strongly defend the theories of ev- 
olution, Tyndall declares, they go but a short 
way towards explaining the mysteries of Na- 
ture; and, in bis most interesting and able lec- 
ture before the Glasgow Science Association, 

ublished in the Yortnightly HNeview of Nov. 1, 
8 he seems to deny positively the 
truth of the doctrine. Speaking of Bacteria,— 
the minute microscopic agents af putrelac- 
tion,—he says: It would be simply monstrous 
to alrin that these swarming crops of Bacteria 
are spontaneously geverated. Is there, then, 
no experimental proof of spontaneous genera- 
tion! I answer without hesitation, None.“ 
And again he says: Let not the conclusion 
lay bold on you, that a living thing is easily gen- 
erated because it is small. Both the Yeast- 
Plant and the Barley-Plant lose themselves in 
the dim twilight of antiquity, and in this our 
day there is no more proof of the spontaneous 
generation of the one than there is of the spon- 
taneous generation of the other.” Of course 
the great materialistic philosopher refers the 
origin of their life, and, it might as well be add- 
ed, of all life, to that “mysterious Power 
which overshadows him”; and yet, to the phi-

True, he may be about gs unconscious of 
that faith as the clod on which he 
treads; and so he may live on 
after year with very little, perhaps no active, 
faith in the iuture life which, ‘ciated, 
would prove the stro tetimulus to mentai 
and moral culture, and inspire the highest hopes 
of which his nature is susceptible.
